Quay aud members of his family 
The borrowing from banks in possession 
of the state funds is not denied, so far an 
we nre able to ascertain the facts, but ii 
is alleged that it was not the money ot 
the State that was used in the transac- 
tions. That is to say it is held tbat 
when the money was placed in posses- 
sion of the bank it became the money ot 


The Quay trial. 


It Began Yesterday Moruiug iu Fhllailol- 


pMn. 


The trial of former United States Sena- 


tor Quay and his son Richard R. Quay, on 
charges of conspiracy to use illegally State 
money and (unds if the People's Bank, 
began yesterday in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions before Judge Biddle. Up to the 
moment of th° beginning of the proceed- 
ings there was doubt as to whether the 
trial would go on. The day was the third 
. 
ay 


which had been fixed for the famous case, 
and a repetition of the unexpected "some- 
thing" to prevent the trial from going on 
was anticipated. 


The attorneys for the State have de- 


clared that they have the most convincing 
evidence in hand, and that it is the sort 
not easy to get away from, being nearly 
all documentary and as stated during the 
proceedinga "largely in the handwriting 
of the conspirators themselves." 


Books and papers form the key words of 


the prosecution. 
Sixty witnesses were 


summoned, however, to explain and back 
up the written evidence ; these include 
eix bank cashiers. 


Bribery Investigation. 


Some Important Testimony During the 


Wock. 


For the first time eince the start of the 


McCarrell bill bribery investigation ex- 
Senator Quay was mentioned as having of- 
fered an inducement in return for & vote 
for his re-election. 


Representative James Foster, of Mon- 


tour, quoted an applicant for the postmai- 
tership of Danville as having said that 
Quay had told him personally that he 
should have the appointment if Foster, 
who is an anti-Quay man, would vote for 


him. 


Mr. Foster rlid not seem very anxious to 


testify, but he made no effort to qualify his 
statement, which he gave in a most con- 
vincing manner. 
He wae called up one 


day before the session opened, h» said, 
over the telephone at hia place of business 
at Danville, and asked to make an appoint- 
ment with a friend who waa then in Kings- 
ton. They met, and his friend (whose 
name he did not give) said that while at 
Kiugpton he had been told that Foster 
could have a place on the House Appro- 
priations Committee if he would agree to 
support Quay. He did not know who had 
mads the suggestion to his friend, na he 
positivelvrefused to consider the matter and 


the bank and the officers of the bank had 
a right to do with it what they liked. 
The principle upon which this conteu- 
tiuu is based ia thoc money deposited in 
u bank, loses its identity the moment it 
comes into possession of tha bank, and 
that 
the 
culy obligation, moral or 


material, on t^e bank is that funds to 
the amount ot toe deposit will be paid 
on demand. 
This is true, as a rule 


But in the case in question tbe condi- 
tions were different. Tins is to say it is 
a matter of record that the State Treas- 
urer made the deposit with a specific un- 
derstanding in writing that H would not 
be disturbed or drawn against under any 
circumstances, until after Richard Quay 
had repaid an obligation which he wan 
then negotiating, of 
one-sixth 
the 


amount of tbe deposit. In other words 
the State Treasurer, presumably at the 
instance of Mr. Quay, had agreed in 
writing to keep state funds to Hip 
amount of 4600,000 in possession of the 
bank until Kichard Quay would repay n 
loan of $100,000, which he had not yet 
secured. 
This was clearly using the 


funds of the State for the benefit of an 
indiv'dual, which is a crime under the 
law. 


Of course there is a well-defined princi- 


ple of law that a man, though accused of 
crime, is innocent until proven guilty. 
But conditions sometimes justify the 
presumption of guilt. It this had been 
the first time that Mr. Quay had been 


aaked no questions. He did not regard it 
as a direct offer and let the matter drop. 


On the evening of tlio Republican Sena- 


torial caucus he was approached by a friend 
in Harrishurg at tbe Lochiel Hotel. This 
friend was Charles P. Harder, an applicant 
for the postmastership at Danville, "and 
he urged me to go into the caucus," de- 
clared Mr. Foster, "saying that it would 
benefit me aa well aa hiinaelf. 
He inform- 


ed me that Quay had personally assured 
him that if Foater went iuto tbe canons he, 
Harder, would be given the postrnaster- 
abip. 
I positively declined to go into the 


deal, and Harder did not get tbe place, 
though within the paat two weeks lie bae 
been made assistant by the receutlv-ap- 
pointed postmaster." 


Ex-Congrcseman Monroe H. Kulp, who, 


it will be remembered, wae accused eome 
weeks ago of attempting bribery, testified 
iu bis own behalf. 
He was nervous and 


ill at easo when he began hia statement. 
He was quite hoarse, and made himself 
beard with -".fflculty, but recovered his 
composure and made a good showing un- 
der the rigid examination to which he was 
subjected by Committeemen Fow, Young, 
Oixon and Kreps. Mr. Kulp practically 
admitted that the story told by Represen 
tative Brown, of t'nion, waa true in every 
detail except that the talk of money wae 
in connection with a purchase ol horses 
and had no bearing on the Senatoraliip 
though both questions were discussed. 


"I have known Mr. Brown for a number 


of yeara," aaid l.'r. Kulp, "and during his 
campaign he voluntarily left me under the 
impression that he waa not unfriendly to 
Senator Quay, iu whose re-election I wss 
personally very much interested. I came 
to Harnaburg on the day before Governor 


accused of improperly using the funds of 
the State for his individual advantage, 
there would be reason in the demand for 
a charitable interpretation of the cir- 
cumstances. But as a matter of fact he 
Is alleged to have indulged himself in 
the luxury of aaing the State Treasury 
for his own convenience before, and the 
only defence made against the charge is 
that the State never lost any money on 
account of it. But the law was violated 
just the same, aud morally speaking the 
crime was as great as if every dollar of 
the amount had been lost. The fait 
tbat others have committed the same 
offense and enjoyed 
immunity from 


puninhment affords no more substantial 
excuse. If others have used the State 
funds unlawfully, and probably they 
have, tbey too ought to bave been 
prosecuted and punished. Ttmt they 
were more fortunate is to be regretted, 
for their immunity may have promoted' 
the crime in others. But in any event it 
Is time to put a stop to the evil and there 
'a no apparent reason why ths operation 
may not be inaugurated now aa well aa 
at another time.—Jidlefonte 
Watchman

ed something of a sensation, because of hia 
well-known cloafi connection with some 
Republicans prominent in party affairs, 
and his statement in reply is eagerlv 
awaited. Ho nas been notified that tbe 
committee ia ready to give him a hesring, 
but has as yet sent no reply.

The Legislature. 


A linger School Term—For a Ballot Re 


form—Geueral Business. 


Governor Stone last Wednesday signed 


the bill extending the minimum public 
school term in Pennsylvania to seven 
months, one month longer than at pres- 
ent. 
The new law goes into effect after 


the close of the school year, which ends 
tbe first Monday of the coming June. 


School Directors and Controllers, begin- 


ning with the next term, will be required 
to keep the schools under their charge in 
operation at least seven months in each 
year, except in these districts where the 
maximum amount of the tax allowed by 
the law to be levied for ecbool purposes, 
together with tbe amount of State appro- 
priation to which the said districts are en- 
titled shall be found insufficient to keep 
the schools open a greater length of time 
than six months. 


Two measures of great importance af- 


fecting elections in Pennaylvania—the 
Keator Ballot Reform bill and the Fow 
Peraonal Registration bill—passed 
tbe 


House of Representatives last Tuesday. 


Tbe ballot reform measure waa drafted 


by tbe Penna. Ballot Reform Association 
and provides absolute secrecy in voting. 
Under the proposed law no voter shall 
bave a helper unleas he is physically inca- 
pacitated or unable to read. His helper 
must first declare under oath, subscribed 
to, that he will not attempt to influence 
the voter, but will give him the help he 
desires and tbat he will not disclose the 
contents of the ballot except in a legal 
proceeding. The bill doea away with tbe 
circle, and the name of the candidate 
shall be printed but once on the ballot 
for the same office. The bill also reduces 
the ballot to one-sixth of its present size 
and enables the voter to avoid risk or mis- 
take in voting. There is only one way to 
mark a ballot according to this bill, by 
putting a mark opposite the name of each 
candidate, the candidates being in groups 
witb party names and appellations follow- 
ing them. 


When the General Appropriation bill 


came up on second reading in the House 
on Thursday Mr. Moore, ol Butler, moved 
to strike out tho clause in tbe section "ap- 
propriating $11,000,000 to tbe 
public 


schools, providing that no school district 
shall be entitled to receive in any one 
year as its proportion from tbe State a 
greater amount of tbe appropriation than 
school district raises for the maintenance 
of Ua schools by local taxation." This pro- 
voked a long discussion, the country mem- 
bers advocating tbe amending, the city 
opposing the motion to strike out tbe 
clause. The amendment waa adopted by 
a large vote. 


On second reading in the House the bill 


to declare the apeciea of fish which are 
game and fiah commercially valuable for 
food was amended by Mr. Peoples, of Lan- 
caster, to provide that it ahall not be law- 
ful to catcb carp witb seines and to fish 
in waters which do not contain brook 
trout from April 15 to June 15, and from 
September 15 to November 15, witb set 
nets and dip neta; these nets shall not 
span more than five feet and bave meshes 
not less than one inch square. 
It shall 


also be lawful to flsh in streams and ponds 
which do not contain brook trout with 
outlines for eela and catfish from aunaet to 
sunrise, the hooka on the outlines to be 
baited with angle worms or dead bait and 
no other. 


The Senate without discussion adopted 


the Conference Committee's report on the 
bill providing for the appointment and 
compensation of additional officers and 
employes of the Legislature. 


Distillers from the Western part ol tbe 


State, before the Ways and Meana Com- 
mittee, talked aa it tbey would be driven 
out ol business by Chairman Hosack'e bill 
to repeal tha Graduated Distillers' tax of 
1S97, and require all to pay at the rate of 
$2 for 31 gallons, or nearly $3 per barrel 
of average capacity.

**ov. Stone Decline* to Join In a Kf qut-Ht 


to Huvo » Cruiser Nutm-d

In a letter which Governor Stone last 


Thursday wrote to W. S. Grenoble, of 
this place, declining to sign a petition ad- 
dressed to tho Secretary of the Navy 
urging that one of tho new cruisers be 
named the "Gettysburg," the Governor 
said : 


"If naming a cruiser 'Gettysburg' would 


alone honor and distinguish t 10 excellent 
town of that name I would not hesitate to 
join with you in this request ; but to the 
whole country and to the civilised world 
that name typifies a great battle, which 
settled a controversy between tha North 
and the South of our country. To both 
sections it recalls a great, heroic struggle. 


"In the recent war with Spurn the 


North and South were blended as one in 
defense of our rlag. Our battleships and 
cruisers are manned by sailors and marines 
from both the North and the South, and 
I do not think it wise that a name should 
be selected for any oi our vessels that will 
revive the unpleasantness which grew out 
of the civil war and existed for so many 
years, 


"Let Gettysburg he honored and revered 


as the site of a great battle, wherein the 
survivors of the Northern army and the 
survivors ot the Southern army can up- 
hold the valor of their comrades. I am 
not in favor of giving any vessel in our 
navy a name which will distinguish a 
battle fought by Americans against Ameri-

A Proposed Sewer Tor the First Waril—Bor- 


ough Finances and Other Matte.ru. 


All the members of Council were pres- 


ent at the regular meeting last Tuesday 
evening except Messrs. Wolf and Garvin, 
who were reported detained by reason of 
sickness. 


The first matter considered was an appli- 


cation by \Vm. McSherry, Esq., who ap- 
peared for himself and other property 
owners and tax-payers, for the privilege 
to a proposed sewer company to use cer- 
tain streets and alleys in the First ward 
in the construction of a sewer which it 
is proposed to build as a private enter- 
prise. Mr. McSherry referred to the act 
of Assembly authorizing the formation of 
such companies, and stated that as it was 
not deemed expedient at this time to ask 
the borough authorities to undertake the 
building of a sewer over the territory pro- 
posed to be covered, and as the need of 
such an improvement was becoming im- 
perative, it was thought best to suggest 
the method 
he now proposed, which 


would interfere with no private rights, 
but on the contrary would improve them, 
and which would, under the plan suggest- 
ed, protect the borough in all its rights. 
No financial aid from the borough was

Arbitration Room last evening, the plan 
wan explained. The estimated cost will 
be about $3,000, which will be obtained 
by tbe sale of stock by the company which 
will be formed, and the par value per 
share will likely be fixed at $30. 


Dr. J. \V. C. O'Neal was selected chair- 


man of the meeting and a committee com- 
posed of Wm. MoSherry, Esq., John M. 
Warner and W. D. Armor was chosen to 
solicit subscriptions to the stock. 


The Tax Collector filed the Treasurers' 


receipts for taxes collected during the 
month. 


The Treasurer reported the balance in 


bank at $13B. 


The Ordinance Committee reported an 


ordinance to prevent fast driving and 
racing on the streets. The rate of speed 
allowed is limited to seven miles an hour, 
and all trials of speed or racing is prohibit- 
ed. The ordinance was passed unani- 
mously after reading and consideration. 


Another ordinance was reported by the 


Committee regulating the digging up of 
tha streets and alleys, but action was on 
motion referred to the next adjourned or 
regular meeting. 


The Ordinance Committee was instruct- 


ed to draft an ordinance amending the 
show license ordinance. 


Borough Treasurer TrostePs bond in 


the sum of $12,000 was approved. 


The Secretary reported that County 


Treasurer Livers was ready to pay over 
the borough's portion of liquor liceneet 
at once if commission of five per cent, was 
allowed. The Treasurer was directed to 
receive the amount aud allow the commis- 
sion claimed. 
The Borough Treasurer 


thus receives $912 out of $000 collected. 


The matter of the borough indebtedness 


and the best way of providing for the 
same was then talked over. 
It was 


thought it would be as advantageous to 
the borough to negotiate a loan for a year 
on same plan as last year as to issue bonds 
in view of the expense of printing bonds 
and payment of state tax, especially as it 
had been ascertained by the finance Com- 
mittee that sunh a loan could be secured 
at four and a half per cent, interest. A 
motion was accordingly made and unani- 
mously agreed to that the Treasurer be 
authorized to contract a loan of six thous- 
and dollars at four and a half per cent, for 
three months with the privilege of renew- 
al until the end of the year at the same 
rate, reserving to Council the right to con- 
vert the loan into a bonded indebtedness 
within the year at the option of Council.

PLANTING CORN. 


SCCOESS DEPENDS LARGELY UPON THE 


CULTIVATION—THE SELECTION OF 


SEED COKN SHOULD IN ALL IN- 


STANCES BE OF 
VARIETIES 


BEST SUITED TO THE CLI- 


SIATK. 


The corn crop is the main one in spring, 


and it is the most important, the annual 
yield being three (gome years four) times 
that of wheat, the stover being also fully 
equal to the grain in value for use on the 
farm. The corn crop was formerly some- 
what expensive to grow, but at the pres- 
ent day, with improved implements, the 
expense has been greatly reduced. Kid- 
mg harrows and eutivators, broad weed- 
era and horse hoes greatly lessen the 
work and give tae farmer more assur- 
ance of a crop. One of the most impor- 
tant points is to have the variety suited 
to the climate and soil, for while corn 
can be produced in everv State, yet some 
kinds will nor mature if transferred to 
sections where the growing season is 
shorter. Corn is a gross-feediug plant 
»nd is never injured by too much ma- 
nure or fertilizer, if proper cultivation is 
given. It is also a "cleaning" crop, as 
tb» cultivation requ..-od clears the ground 
of Ww^ds and grass and flts it for a crop 
tbat is di tiled or seeded. A good start 
early in the year is important, as the 
young plants n -t only thop get ahead of 
weeds but also pecome mor" Brmly es 
tablished before the dry sea-ion begins 
and enables them to mature previous to 
the liability of danger from early fall 
frosts. It is an old expression that the 
"preparation of the soil is halt the bat- 
tle," and it is true not only with corn 
but with all other crops. 


PLOTTING AND CULTIVATING. 


By plowing deep the soil absorbs a 


larger quantity of water, and in some 
sections it has been found that by rolling 
the' land or packing the soil in the fur- 
rows afi er plowing more moisture is re- 
tained. The success of the corn crrp 
largely depends upon how much of the 
spring rains can be retained in the soil 
•o as to afford a supply of moisture af tei 
dry weather begins. It is true that the 
corn roots feed near the surface, bui 
ther<j are also roots that go down after 
the moisture that is stored below, and 
by judicious cultivation the moisture cat. 
be brought up to the plants. The stored 
water in the soil is mostly lost by evapo 
ration at the surface, through capillarj 
attraction, but whenever the surface is 
cultivated the capillary tubes are closed 
by the loose earth and tbe moistme there- 
by arrested. The loose earth also serves 
as a protection from extreme beat. 
Every plant pumps water to the surface 
and evaporates it through the agency o! 
the leaves, hence every weed that grows 
in the cornfield assists in depriving the 
corn plants of moisture. Level culture, 
always stirring the ground to the depth 
of a few inches (so as to disturb the feed- 
ing roots as little as possible) especial^ 
alter a rain, avoids baking of the soil, 
kills the weeds and grass, prevents the 
water from escaping, and at the same 
time the air and warmth enters the soil 
while the tine, loose earth also absorb.- 
a certain amount of moisture from tbe 
atmosphere, especially at night. 


FERTILIZERS FOR COKN. 


It is difficult to arrive at a correct pro- 


portion of the several ingredients of fer- 
tilizers required for corn, as soils diffei 
Ktid something depends on the previous- 
crops. About 200 pounds of nitrate of 
cod'i, 120 pounds of phosphoric acid and 
12-3 poajUs of 3ulpbt»fe of potash have 
been used u.th benelicUl effects, but il 
the land has. been ia clover the nitrogen 
(nitrate of soda) may be omitted. Where 
land has been well manured it is render- 
ed more capable of holding water, and as 
the manure exerts a mechanical effect 
on the soil its advantages in that respect 
cannot be overlooked. It is the grain 
that requires the larger proportion of 
nitrogen and phosptoiic acid, the potash 
giving the most benefit to the stalks. 
No matter how much fertilizer may he 
osed.il, cannot be -Tviceable to the crop 
uniers there is a sutliciency of water to 
dissolvb i'., for which reason it would be 
well to apply the fertilizer immediately 
after plowing; then harrow it in and 
mix it intimately with the soil. The 
more the land is harrowed tlit* better, as 
a flne condition of the soil net only en- 
ables the fertilizer to give better results 
bat allows more feeding room to the 
young plants, thereby assisting them to 
secure a good start off as soon as the 
seeds germinate.—Pkila. Jtnoi-d.

MANUKE should be spread over the 


surface of the field as soon as it is hauled, 
for the reason that when dumped in heaps 
it may be leached out by a rain, which 
leaves tne field richer in spots and de- 
prives the manure intended for other 
portions of the surrounding ground of 
some of its soluble plant food. Manure 
cannot be as well and evenly spread when 
it is dumped on the fields as from the 
wagon. 


TI.J potato plant requires the larger 


proportion of the necessary potash in its 
early stages. The reason is that it is the 
top that makes the heaviest demand for 
potash and needs it at the start. If pot- 
ast is applied late during the growth of 
the plants much of it will be unservice- 
able for the crop.

Fresh 'Water for Hogs. 


Hogs frequently suffer from lack of 


water because farmers do no*, remember 
tbat whatever comes in liquid form ia 
not a substitute for tbe clear and fresh 
water which all animals need. Put a 
little rennet in skim milk or beat it, and 
it soons turns into a surd which no one 
would think of taking as a drink. Yet 
both the rennet and enough warmth to 
make it effective are present in the 
stomach of a pig or hog. Tbe rennet 
from piga ia by some preferred to tbat 
from calves. Always the first process in 
digestion of milk is to turn it into curd. 
Milk, says American Cultivator, is re- 
garded aa constipating, especially after 
it has been heated, which brings it more 
nearly to tbe curd conditiou, and thus 
absorbs the water in the stomach. A 
man needs a drink ot water after he has 
eaten a bowl of bread and milk. Pos- 
sibly the milk dealers use this as an 
argument for pulling water and milk to- 
gether and selling it as milk, thns be- 
coming, as an old milkman said be was, 
"like Pharaob'a daughter, because be 
took a little prophet (profit) out of the 
water," Most of tbe water that pigs 
get is as bad for drinking as skim milk. 
It is largely the water used for tbe 
washing of dishes or the freshening of 
salted pork. In ibis way the hogs get 
more salt into their stomachs than they 
require, and this also makes tbe bogs 
feverish and injures the quality of the 
pork. This sometimes makes the west- 
ern pork, which is fattened in large 
droves, and gets little salt, better than 
tne pork made by the farmers who keep 
but two or three pigs, and feed them 
from the swill barrel filled with a mix- 
ture of skim milk and salt water. If 
fed as it should be, with only enough 
corn at the close of the fattening, and 
without an excess of salt, the eastern 
pork is much the best. The water in 
which ealt pork and beef is freshened ia 
highly nutritious, as a good deal of its 
strength goes out with the salt when it 
is freshened for cooking. But tbe great 
majority of hogs would be healthier if 
they had enough fresh water, fruits and 
vegetables to offset the excess of salt 
that most of their drink contains. 


Manuring' Trees. 


Tbe mistake of many people in man- 


uring trees is to place the fertilizer as 
near the trunk as possible 
That is very 


much like feeding a man held in an up- 
right position by placing the food near 
his feet. More frequently, however, the 
manure ia spread aa far as the branches 
extend from the trunk. 
The feeding 


roots of large trees are mainly much far- 
ther from their trunk than their branches 
Bury some dead animal three or even 
four rods from an apple tree in full bear- 
ing, and within a year or two roots will 
extend this distance and flnd the fertil- 
izer they need. In most orchards tree 
roots interlace each other, and this 
crowding is one reason why the trees are 
so often unproductive. It requires extra 
high feeding in such cases to keep the 
iree vigorous enough to be fruitful. 
If 


every other tree were cut out the result 
in many cases would be more and better 
fruit than now on those left standing. 


APRIL is the month for making uew 


strawberry beds, and iu so doing the fol- 
iowing rules should be observed : 1. 
Plow the ground deep and harrow flue, 
irst putting on manuie or fertilizer be- 
fore harrowing. 2. Roll the land after 
using the harrow. 3. Be sure and have 
one row in three of a variety that is both 
staminate and pistillate. 4 
Have the 


rows about three feet apart, to atlmit ot 
;be horse hoe, and put the plants 18 
uches apart in the rows. o. Use only 
'oung plants of last spring's runners. 6 
Ceep the bed free of weeds and grass. 


Mulch the rows before winter sets in. 


BAD butter is fiequently caused by 


keeping the cream 1'iom one milking too 
long while saving it for the next churn- 
ing, as is sometime done when only one 
or two cows are used. Ripe and unripe 
cream should never be churned together. 
The sooner the cream is churned after it 
is separated from the milk the better. 


WHEN a farm must be abandoned it 


is an evidence that the owner has taken 
everything possible from the soil and 
added nothing in return. 
There are 


hundreds of farms in jSTew England that 
were once "abandoned," but which are 
now proving profitable since new owners 
took possession. 
Every farm can be 


made better, or at leaat it can be put in 
condition to produce crops, and at the 
same time improve in fertility. 


THE early peaa should have an abun- 


dance of manure, so to force them in 
growth. Unless the ground is warm the 
peas will not make rapid headway, al- 
though they will grow. For that reason 
they should be cultivated as often as the 
ground will permit, ao as to admit 
warmth to the root.

ledge, the madstone and the bezoas may 
be properly investigated. 
This slone 


with extraordinary absorbent propertiep 
whatever it was, simply drew the poison 
out of the wound before it had time to 
produce more than a local effect. A case 
quoted by A. W. Buckland iu hia article 
on "Remedies for Snake Bites" lelates 
that a Kaffir was bitten by a cob™ just 
above the ankle, the fangs drawing 
blood. 


"There being no time to lose and no 


'Crolt's tincture' at hand" bajs the mun 
Mr, Buckland quotes, "I at ouca out a 
cross over the place wheie tlie fangs en- 
tered, causing the Uood to (1 >w huely by 
sucking the poison out. 
I applied fine 


salt to the wound, kept tbe lug quiet and 
administered small doses of brandy, a 
dessertspoonful every half hour, until he 
became dead drunk. Tins process last- 
ed for about twelve hours. 
The next 


day ne was quite blind, the second day 
he could see a little, the third, fourth and 
fifth days he still complained oi alight 
giddiness; tbe sixl,h day ho was quite 
well and able to do his woik. 


In this case it will be seen that the 


lips performed the same mlice as the por- 
ous stone used by the unciviliz 'd psople. 
dalt seems to have been from the earliest 
times a remedy for suake bites, and is 
still used in many parts of th» world. It 
will be noticed, too, that brandy ia the 
case cited by Mr. Buckland took the 
place of the whisky, which in the United 
States is given freely to those who have 
been bitten by rattlesnakes. When sav- 
ages apply porous stones to a snake bite 
they generally fltet make the wound 
bleed freely. To suck the poison from 
a wound made by a suake bite is ex 
iremely dangerous, for any abrasion i f 
tbe lips or tongue would prove fatal to 
the person who did it. 


Among all savage tubes there are de- 


coctions of herbs which are given for 
snake bite, and generally with beneficial 
effect. 
What the medicinal properties 


are that exist in these decoctions is yet for 
science to determine, as it is for science 
to investigate the successful nostrums. 
Cauterization of the wouud 
in case 


of snake biteis passing rapidly outof fa- 
vor. 
Tbat people can be made immune 


to snake bites is evidenced by the safety 
with which the snake charmer of India 
bandies the most deadly serpent, and by 
the freedom with which some tribes of 
North American Indians haudle tbe rat- 
tlesnake ia their religious riies. 


The general concensus of opinion is 


that in tlie case of the native of India he 
smears hia body tvilh a substance which 
has an odor repulsive to tbe reptile, and 
that, in the case of the North American 
Indian, the virus of the snake has been 
taken internally. 


So far as known tbe experiment of in- 


oculating a human beiug with the virus 
of a deadly serpent has not yet been 
tried, but it has been tried with success 
on animals. In fact, however, that tbe 
virus of poisonous snakes has been used 
as an antidote for a long time by the 
lower races, and it seems also to be a 
fact that those people most immune 
from the effects of snake bites are those 
who take the virus, uot by inoculation, 
but internally. 


Aside from the nostrums mentioned, 


the best method for the treatment of a 
suake bite seems to be the application of 
salt and suction to the wound, and the 
internal administration of alcohol. 
For 


tbe making of an immune the scientists 
are as yet undec ded, apparently, as to 
the relative value of inoculation by the 
virus of a poisonous serpent and the in- 
ternal administration of the same virus. 
But science, once having taken up the 
subject, can be counted upon not to drop 
it until definite results are reached.
